CHECK INCi T'lIK GOLD DRAIN. 


Though wheat is cheaper at Chicago 


and the other grain centers of the 
country than ut any previous time 
since 1857 it is now being used to turn 
the flow of gold from Europe to the 
United States. 
Bread is nn essential 


and England cuunot yet get enough 
wheat to appease the appetites of its 
people from India, so it has to import 
breadstuffs from the United States, 
though such importation interferes with 
the scheme of its Hilver haters by turn- 
ing the now of gold westward. To sup- 
ply tho European demand a New York 
dispatch says there are 1,200,000 bush- 
els ot wheat stored in that city, Brook- 
lyn und Jersey City; 1,500,000 bushels 
in the course of transportation on the 
lakes and 2,000,000 bushels on the Erie 
canal and Hudson river. This wheat is 
all consigned to Knrope to be turned 
into gold. During the four weeks end- 
ing June 21st over 14,000,000 bushels 
cleared from the United States for Eu- 
ropean ports, and freight room is en- 
gaged for 10,000,000 bushels more that 
will go abroad within the next thirty or 
forty days. This aggregate of 24,000,000 
bushels of wheat even at the excep- 
tionally low price at which it now sells 
is equivalent to a draft on Europe for 
about $17,000,000 in gold, for 
two 


months' shipment. 


The farmers of tho United States 


who produce wheat, cotton, corn and 
pork for exportation, save the country 
from being drained of gold, yet they are 
the greatest sufferera from the low 
prices caused by the demonetization of 
silver. 
Statisticians show by state- 


ments, the accuracy of which cannoT, 
be denied, that the farmers lost over 
$650,000,000 in 1892 by the decline in 
prices caused by the depreciation in 
silver. 


This loss exceeds the tariiT duties, 


internal revenue and all other tiixes 
collected by tho government in 1892, by 
$200,000,000, yet tho goldbug speakers 
and press iippeal to the agriculturists 
to aid them in their infamous schemes 
to make money .scarcer.

ROUGH ON COLORADO. 


All tho Smelters, Mills unil Silver Mines 


to Close. 


Special to the JOURNAL.] 


DENVEB, June 29.—A large number ol 


representative smelting and mining 
men of the state met this afternoon and 
unanimously decided to completely 
close down all the smelters, mills anc 
silver mines ,in Colorado. 


Ex-Governor J. B. Grant of the Omaha 


and Grant smelter presided. 


The resolutions adopted declare thai 


the world canno. transact business 
without silver money; that the actual 
cost and value of the metal far exceeds 
the incorrect views which monometal- 
lists have formed; that the inevitable 
course of events will quickly demon 
strate that the enormous sums o: 
money invested in i-ailroads, loan ant 
other property will so depreciate ill 
value that the monoinetallists will also 
be convinced that some action must be 
taken with silver to restore it to its 
legitimate use which it has had from 
time immemorial. 


It was therefore resolved to corn* 


pletely close down all the silver mines, 
mill? and smelters in Colorado unti 
su';h time as silver was appreciated a1 
its proper worth. This action wil! 
throw many thousand persons out of 
employment.

The grounds for the writ are that the 


mayor and council have no power to 
make such an ordinance; that it dis- 
criminates against a religious body and 
is contrary to the constitution of the 
state and the general law of the land.

<ULY£B COINAOJS IX INDIA. 


A Country Tliut I" on u Silver Ullt 


There are three mints inlndia. These 


are located at 
Calcutta, Bombay 


and Madras. 
Tho one at the last- 


named city has not been in operation 
for some years. Those at Calcutta and 
Bombay have been in almost unin- 
terrupted operation for many years 
These mints are under the control ol 
tho British government as represented 
in India. They coin both gold and sil- 
ver. 
Comparatively little of the former 


metal i& coined, and most of that is 
mined in the country. India is on a 
silver basis, and is the largest con- 
sumer of the white metal in the world 
It has been denominated " the sink of 
silver," in -lew uf the large quantities 
which are dumped there and the little 
that has been exported. A consider- 
able quantity is consumed in ornaments 
of various kinds, personal and sacred. 
The system of religious worship absorbs 
a large amount, as the metal is freely 
used about tho temples. The amount 
taken for coinage is also large. The 
sum thus required has varied consider- 
ably from year to year, somo years 
showing 100 per cent more than others. 
It was not until 1875 that the treasury 
officials in this, country undertook to 
collect statistics of India coinage. 


Since then the coinage has averaged 


$34,150,71-1 a year, making the total for 
seventeen years $590,562,656. The coin- 
age for the calendar year 1892 is not at 
hand, but is supposed to have been 
about $30,000,000. 


In addition to the above statistics, we 


have an official statement from India 
showing the coinage by fiscal years 
from April 1,1835, to March 31,1879. 
For the first twenty years of that 
period tho silver coinage varied from 
£1,005,001 tor 1851-55 to £1,696,814 for 
18-M-45. During the next twenty years 
the amount mined was much larger, 
reaching as much as £1-1,50(1,0-19 in 
1865-66. In flve other years during the 
same interval it was above £10,090,000 
per annum. In 1870-71 and 1871-72 it was 
only £1,718,797 and £1,690,394 per an- 
num, 
respectively. The largest amount 


ever coined w.is for the fiscal year of 
1878-79, when the total was £16,180,326, 
or nearly $80,000,000 in American money. 
1'he amount of gold coinage from 1835 
0 1879 varied from £197,591 in 1835-36 
to (,2,676 in 1834-55. In six other years 
;ho gold coinage varied from £123,717 
:o £107,863. The largest amount in any 
other year was £95,672. In 1842-43 and 
1852-3 no gold was coiiu. J. Paper cur- 
rency was emitted in 1861-62, and the 
imouut of this currency has since 
varied up to 1879 from £3,695,000 in 
the first year to £13,167,900 in 1871-72. 
The amount of silver coin held in the 
government vaults in India from 1870 
to 1879 varied from £9,733,500 to £17,- 
799,300. 


The coinage laws of India were 


amended in September, 1880. The gold 
ooina consist of 80, 15,10 and 5 rupee 
pieces. 
The first-named is called a 


double mohur, the next a mohur, then 
,wo-thirds and one-third mohurs. The 
standard weight of the mohur as then 
established was 165 grains pure gold, 
or 180 grains elven-twelfths fine. The 
>ther gold pieces were of correspond- 
ing proportions, The silver rupee con- 
tains 165 grains pure silver, or 180 
rains eleven-twelfths fine. The half, 
luarter and eighth rupees are of cor- 
•espondiug weight. Gold coins are not 
legal tender, while the silver rupee is 


1 legal tender, as well as the half rupee, 
>rovide.l thesecoius have not lost more 
2 per cent in weight by natural wear, or 
lavo not been mutilated. Coinage of 
both metals is practically free, provided 
,he amount presented is equal to fifty 
olas in gold and 1,000 tolas in silver. 
L'here is a duty of one rupee per cent 
on all gold brought to the mints for 
jomage, and a duty of 1 per cent on all 
silver brought for the same purpose. 
There is also a further small charge for 
melting and cutting the bullion and 
om. The system, however, is known 
as free coinage. 


The silver rupee adopted in 1835 was 


worth from 4J» to 673 percent, less 
;han those previously in circulation. 
The amount of silver from April 1,1835, 
to March 31,1882, was reported in 1883 
it £260,000,000, of which £24,000,000 had 
been received from old coins. The 
stoppage of the mints a+ present is not 
necessarily a final abandonment of the 
silver system by India, though it is 
generally so construed. The primal 
object is in the way of an experiment 
and for the purpose of arresting any 
further decline in the dominant cur- 
rency of that country. There is no 
scarcity of rupees in India, and if by 
declining to further coin any of these 
[rieces those now out shall be enhanced 
in value, the action of the authorities 
will be generally commended, as the 
result will be an increase in the pur- 
chasing power of the money in circula- 
tion. There is some concern as to what 
disposition the mint authorities in India 
will take concerning silver en route to 
India at the time the edict closing the 
mints against private coinage was is- 
sued. It would seem only just that the 
government should take such silver at 
its market price and hold it as a part of 
its specie reserves.—San Franctsco Bul- 
letin.

WOOLLY LICE OF TIIJ5 AI'FLK. 


A Taper of Material Interest to Nevada 


1'nrmers. 


[Newspaper Bulletin No. 6.] 


Diagnosis—Apple trees infested by 


masses of woolly bodied lice about the 
soars of amputated limbs, along the 
sides of the smaller twigs, and at the 
axils of leaves; the white flocculent 
matter easily blown away by the breath 
disclosing the brown bodies of the 
lice. 


Thus we may identify the insect com- 


monly known throughout the country 
as the woolly aphis. At this season o) 
the year these insects become very nit 
merous. The dry climate of Nevada is 
exceedingly favorable to their rapid 
multiplication and longevity. Very 
early in spring small colonies of these 
insects may be found in protected 
places on the trunk and limbs of the 
apple tree. These colonies have been 
founded by a few individuals which 
have survived the winter protected by 
the roughness of the bark caused by 
their own activity the preceding year. 
As the season advances these colonies 
become larger. Individuals separate 
from their companions and establish 
new colonies, until at this time it is an 
easy matter to find single branches of 
an apple tree supporting avast number 
of these pests. As the greater number 
of those to bs found at this date are 
wingless their dissemination would ap- 
pear to be limited. However, later in 
the season there appear many individ- 
uals provided with wings. Through 
these the rapidity of dissemination is 
greatly increased. The injury produced 
by these insects lies in their strength 
of numbers. The myriads of them, 
each industriously withdrawing the 
tree's sup, serve to reduce the tree's 
vitality very materially. They seek 
the touderest parts, and hence growing 
twigs ore dwarfed and old wounds are 
kept open. A young apple twig before 
me is furrowed by a deep scar extend- 
ng a distance of several inches, and 
including the greater part of the cir- 
cumference. In its struggle for exist- 
ence barely enough nourishing sap has 
run the gauntlet of insect foes to sup- 
ply a few stunted leaves and to in- 
crease the length of the twig to some 
extent. These twigs never fully re- 
cover from the effects of such an at- 
tack. Their early growth is checked by 
a reduction of the food supply; but, 
worse than this, their injured bark is 
unable to carry a normal amount of 
nourishment ever after. 


These insects cannot be eradicated 


easily, if at all, except within restricted 
limits. However, they may be kept 
within the limits of comparatively non- 
.njurious members. The use of white- 
wash and paint applied locally, cases 
of which have come under the notice 
of the writer in different parts of Beno, 
is effective so far as it goes, but it is 
not sufficiently far reaching. A more 
effective course is to apply some liquid 
;hat 
will kill the insects by contact 


without injury to the tree. Thus it is 
seen that a true poison is not de- 
manded. Kerosene emulsion, a decoc- 
lon formed from refuse tobacco or 
strong carbolic soapsuds will destroy 
the insects, and, if applied periodically, 
will effectually keep them in check. 
Repeated application is necessary. In 
short, these pests must be killed and 
tept killed. A force pump is abso- 
.utely necessary in the application of 
these remedies. The tree under treat- 
ment must be thoroughly wetted, and 
ay no other means can this be accom- 
plished.

There are still 15 widows of 
Revolutionary soldiers drawing pensions 
throughout the country. Mrs. Young, 
who died on Wednesday, was the oldest, 
having been but a few months less than 
100. She was the widow of the late Cap- 
tain Jacob Young, whom she married 
when she was 22. Despite her tender 
age, Captain Young was her third hus- 
band. 
The gallant captain survived six 


months of married life. Mrs. Young 
leaves 80 great-grandchildren and a 
large number of great-great-grandchil- 
dren, all by her first and second hus- 
bands. 
When one considers the great dispar- 


ity in the ages of the surviving Bevolu- 
tionary widows and their late husbands, 
it looks very much as though some of 
the marriages had been purely commer- 
cial transactions. 
The Revolutionary 


war was over in 1783. Take the case of 
one of these dames who is now 75 and 
who married her husband when she was 
?5 years old. He could scarcely have 
bean less than 20 when the war was over. 
This would make the marriage take place 
in 1848. On the theory tha* he was 20 
when the war was over, and she was 25 
when she married him, Le must have 
been 80 at that interesting period of h:a 
life. Then, when he died shortly after, 
she merely exchanged a husband for a 
snug pension.—Philadelphia Record.
